The question of bonds is agitating 
every property owner in the town just 
at present. 
Some of the citizens want 
from $100,00 to $150,000, while the 
majority 
want 
$75,000 or $80,000 
bonds, simply for the purpose of build 


ing 
grammar 
and primary 
schools. 


Now 
the question is how can these 
different elements 
be harmonized so 
that the grammar, primary and 
High 
School can be built. 
The editor of 


the G a z e t t e has been trying to think 
out a plan for several days and yester­ 
day after interviewing a 
number of 
prominent citizens in West Berkeley, 
South Berkeley 
and East Berkeley 
upon the subject, he found a way out 


of the difficulty, and it is now pre­ 
sented to the public. 
It is the opinion 


of those spoken to that if the Board of 
Trustees would call for bonds to the 
amount of $200,000, $125,000 to be 
used for primary, grammar and 
High 
schools, and $75,000 to be used for 
the purpose of condeming or acquiring 
the wharf at the foot of University ave­ 
nue, and extending the same out to 
deep water, so that any vessel or ferry 
boat could land, and the building of 
warehouses and siips, the bonds would 
be voted for without a dissenting vote. 


This plan recommends itself to the 
public and it is one that should be 
looked into by the taxpayers of town. 


If the town owned the wharf and it 


was out to deep water, the tolls alone
